This week in Missouri history com­ 
memorates “the mosrt extraordinary 
undertaking of the age—the comple- 
ti on of a line of communication of a 
magnetic telegraph from the Atlantic

this event by the Missouri Republican 
of St. Louis. 
The wire reached East 
St. Louis 
on Decmeber 20, 1847, and the 
first 
messages were transm itted on De 
cember 22. 
The first telegram sent from 
St. 
Louis was to President Polk announc- 
ng the successful extension of th* 
“master of »pace” to Missouri.

the same day that /this message wa 
sent, December 22, the Missouri Re 
publican printed its first telegraph.c 
dispatch.
